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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 
‘To the School Board of Sutton District: 


It gives me much pleasure to submit herewith my 
tenth annual report of the work of the schools of the 
district. During the year 1934-35 the following tea- 


chers were employed: 
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From the foregoing table it will be noted that 
only one day of school was lost. This was at the 
South school. 


The percent of attendance for the district was - 
very good. 


The number of tardinesses at the North and South 
schools was very large. Less than one tardiness per 
pupil should be the limit. Parents should make 
every effort to have the pupils at school on time. 


The number of pupils enrolled in the public 
schools of the district was 78, all residents of Sut- 
ton. The number of pupils residing in the district, 
but attending public schools in neighboring dis- 
tricts was 30 distributed as follows: 


Bradford elementary, 1; Warner elementary, 10; 
High, 14; New London High, 4; Henniker High, 1. 
The total number of pupils residing in the district 
and attending public schools was therefore 108, one 
less than last year.

HEALTH INSPECTION 


The annual inspection of the pupils was made by 
the school nurse, Ruth B. Whitcomb. Seven pupils 
were found to be 10% or more underweight of 
whom two were receiving treatment. The three pu- 
pils found with defective vision had the defects cor- 
rected. Of the thirty pupils having defective teeth, 
28 had the defects corrected at the dental clinic in 
December. All the five cases of adenoids and tonsils 
had their defects corrected. This is an excellent 
record of timely help for the pupils of the district. 


HANDWORK AND MANUAL TRAINING 


At the South school a small section of the entry 
was partitioned off for a workshop for the pupils’ 
use. A few tools were procured with money received 


71 


from entertainments given by the pupils, and others 
were contributed by interested citizens. This gives 
an opportunity for various forms of manual training,. 
and is a great improvement in the school. Similar 
work is done in the large extra room at the Mills 
school. A small stove has been installed there so 
that activities may be carried on during the cold 
months. At the North School also similar work is 
done by the pupils in the extra room. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


During the year classes were held under the su- 
pervision of the Federal Emergency Education Pro- 
jects at the Mills and South Schools. Different 
groups took part in Furniture Repairing, Dramatics, 
and Chorus work. This year owing to a difference 
in requirements for teachers we are holding only the 
Furniture class which meets at the South school. 


In conclusion we would state that we have found 
the School Board and parents as ever cooperative 
and interested in forwarding the cause of education 


in the district. It has been a pleasure to work with 
them.
